DR. MILLIKAN 
TO SPEAK ON 
COSMIC RAYS 


First Of Scientific Lectuve 
Series Will Start In 


Auditorium Tonite 


“Recent Work on Cosmic Rays” 
will be the subject of Robert A. Milli- 
kan’s address in the high school audi- 
torium tonight, as the first of the 
series of scientific lectures to be pre- 
sented here in ensuing weeks. 

Dr. Millikan is probably one of the 
best known physicists in the world, 
according to D. K. Hammond, presi- 
dent of the college, and is the man 
who made the cosmic ray famous. 

The price of season tickets are $1 
to students and $2 to adults. The 
price of one admission will be 25 and 
50 cents, respectively. Tickets may be 
purchased from the Junior college 
office or the Santa Ana Book store. 

“This series of programs,’ declares 
President Hammond, “is but a move- 
ment of Caltech professors to assist 
needy students, as the loan funds are 
exhausted. It is no attempt on the 
part of the school to exploit scientific 
research for monetary profit.” 

Last year out of 340 applicants, the 
school authorities selected 160 high 
grade students. But before the Sep- 
tember session had begun, 50 of them 
announced that because of financial 
conditions they could not attend.

herent reactions is being carried on 
by zoology students. 

Paper treated with acetone has 
been passed to members of zoology 
classes, They experiment on _ their 
families to find out if the paper tastes 
the ame to members of the same 
family. It may taste sweet, bitter, 
salt or sour to different individuals. 
A piece of this paper one half inch 
square is of \sufficient size and stu- 
dents ari sending them away to ab- 
sent members of their families in 
great quantities, Ask someone in the 
zoology class and you may be able to 
help out with the experiment. 

Another interesting work being 
done by the zoologists is the making 
of cross-section slides. Although the 
cross-sections can only be 1-2500 of 
an inch thick, students are doing the 
work themselves. The slides, which 
are of plant and animal tissues, are 
put through many chemical processes 
and take from 8 to 21 days. This work 
has just been started and few slides 
have been completed.

Printers Buy New 
Over-Lay Process 


T. E. Williams, announces the in- 
stallation of an over-lay cut out color 
process to the print shop equipment 
this week. The process, which is a 
parvenu in its field, enables the print- 
er to reproduce work in as many 
colors as desired. 

It makes halftones and _ imitates 
lithography to perfection. It is a sub- 
stitute for the photo-engraving pro- 
cess, and accomplishes work in less 
time and entails less expense. 

“It is even cheaper to buy the en- 
tire mechanism for this color process 
than to pay the engraver for a group 
of photo-engraving blocks,” remark- 
ed Jack Henry Reed, print shop fore- 
man. 

The idea is based on the fact that 
certain chemicals, notably mercury, 
will repel ink, thus doing away with 
the older and slower method of util- 
izing a separate block for each color. 
Now, with a simple chemical process, 
the same block can be used for any 
number of colors. 

The system will be employed in 
the making of the junior colege Del 
Ano.
